The bl«r was rar- 
rounded with Ugfattd oaodlM Mid is 
watched hj ralaji of priMtl Md eflBom 
of the army. 

At tlio rcli^^ious w rvice.-*, which were 
aftcTwiird held in I ho chupol, all tlio 
menibf-rs of thi' imperial family au<l tlie 
imperial household wore present. The 
officiating priest, after ceusiug the re- 
mains, be^^an chuniiiig an impressive 
liturgy. The whoh- '•••r.'iuony \suh nidst 
imposing and protU.n-d tho dt^epcst ef- 
fect upon those presout. 

Though the KuRsians have not the 
Bftuie way of showiiig nionruing a8 the 
western nations, it is evident that the 
death of tiie c/.ar h;;!^ nude a greater and 
deeper impression than might have 
been ezpeotod. The su-erts :u'0 erowded 
with a moltitade of people, most of 
whom are clad in black, whoiu whisper- 
Lag tones dlsooiM events. The theaters 
and Bohools are clo.si d. The elmrches 
are crowded with people who wish to 
pray for the soul of the dead caar. 
iSwm other towns reports are rooeived 
bearing testimony to the splrU ot deep 
mooruTng that prevails. 

It is andorsrood that the body of the 
dead ozar will be consecrated at Moscow 
and then conveyed to St. Petersburg 
where it will lie in state for four da/i. 
The Bnasian court will monrn for lit 
months. 

Prinoess AlbE, the betrothed of Czar 
Nloholas, will retom to Darmstadt with 
her brother, the Grand Dnke of Heise.

THE NEW CZAR'S POLICY. 

K«eh OfertilaMoa Begawllag It— The 

Opinions at Bom*. 

London, Nov. 8.— A dispatch from 
Rome says it is believed that the new 
czar, whoso sympathies are kiHn\ ri to 
be with Germany and England, will by 
dagireee detach himself from France. 
The speaial dispatch adds, howuver, 
that a personage connected with the 
Bnsaian embassy asserts that the ac- 
ceMiou of Nicholas II will be^in a new 
poUor; bnt only in regard to home 
IMwation and in the direction of liberal 
rcnorms. 

In Bnssia's foreign policy, this 
ofBoial is quoted as saying, the tra- 
dition* of the oiar's father will remain 
nnohanged. The VetioiMi is said to hone 
that the cxar will oontinne the tradi- 
tions of friendliness toward Rome which 
marked the lait d^s of Alexander III.

of sending messages of condolence 
through tne suoretary of state, was 
taken in the present instatico because 
Emperor Nicholas, in notifying the 
presidont of hia father's death, made 
tho u >ti(lcatlon more personal than old- 
cial. Thensoal formal response of the 
United States government to the gov- 
ernment of itussia was embodied in a 
cable message sent to Mr. Clifton R. 
Breckinridge, oar minister at St. Peters 
burg, as follows:

London, Nov. H.— Queen Victoria, in 
addition to the ofllcial dispatch of syiu- 
pathy, sent to tlte impeiial famiij- of 
iinssia, forwarded a private message of 
sympathy to the czarina and another to 
the Caar Nicholas. 

From all the capitals of Europe dis- 
patches announce the great impression 
which the death of Gear Alexander has 
produced. 

From Rome It ii stated that the King 
of Italy, the pope and Premier Crisiu 
have sent message of condolence to U- 
vadia and a telegram from Berne states 
that the Swiss federal cotmoil has done 
the same.

The last week o: 'Jctobcr, with lui ex- 
citing electing ueitr, can not indicate 
lunch of the true condition of the busi- 
ness. In some traoes the season is too 
for advanced for givi'' a.-tivity, and in 
others the snpposea f ft< of the voting 
hinder operations, but it i.s satisfactory 
that the volume uf prjtiaoi.uii is well 
maintained, and in one or t ito branches 
increased, that no monettiry diniculties 
disturb that breadstuffkare a .ittle tiigiier 
and that no material decline ap))ears 
during the week in nuutafaotured prod- 
ucts. At pnaant the volimie of busi- 
ness transao«ed is on the whoie smaller 
than last year and much smaller than 
in ib^i, though a presidential election 
was then close at hand. 

(Jom has advanced 4 cents, with 
western receipts about a third aud ex- 
ports about an eighth of last year's. Yet 
pork and hogs are a shade lower with 
lard about the same. Wheat is three- 
fourth cents higher for spot and 1 cent 
for December and it looks as if 
s:rength in com had prevented a further 
ddoline, although western receipts were 
only 4,587,670 bosheUi for the week, 
against 6,603,171 last year, and Atlr.ut;c 
exports increased to GW.SW bushels, 
against 740,600 last year. The irre- 
sistible force is of course the enormous 
accumulation which continues, al- 
though producers may naturally be in- 
clined not to slU at current prices.

In wools, the fall and win- 
ter demand is disappointing, though 
still fairly large for the season, but tho 
expected supplemeutal orders do not ap- 
pear, and great uncertainty prevails as 
to spring goods.

Friday overruled the demurrer of the 
Bradford faction, in the Chicago Tolles- 
ton Land company quarrel, to the bill 
for the appointment of a receiver in the 
United States circuit court.

"It 
may not be Improper to suggest," he 
said, "that unless this quarrel Is speedi- 
ly terminated and the rootloiia unite to 
extricate this property from Ita entangle- 
ments. any oontentioil over the owner- 
ship of the stock will be fruitless to the 
ultimate victors, and that nothing will 
bo left for cither creditors or the stock- 
holders.

When taken 
from the debris it was discovered that 
both men were still grasping tlio ho^o 
ao/.zle they were holding when their 
lives were crushed out. Steola Waa aUH^ 
ried only la^t Wednesday. 

The tire <)r:g,i!ated in the cloakruum 
of the beef killing department, and is 
supposed to have been caused by a 
liKhtod tobacco pipe in the pocket of 
some one's overcoat. 

The Omaha department sent three 
companies to assist those of South 
Omaha, and a hard fight was made for 
several hours. 

The water pressure was low, and only 
the presence of a fire proof wall pre- 
vented the total deatmotion of the 
property. As it is, what remained Was 
badly damaged and about 800 persons 
were thrown out ef employment. 

The fire was very fieron. owing to the 
nature of the material burned. 

By great endeavors the firemen saved 
a 90,000 gallon tank of oil, which, bad 
it exploded, would have dome tenibla 
harm.

"According to the act of iSepten>i>er,
